COUNCILMANS ELECTION 

(Editorial) 

On June 11th the people of Virginia Beach, will be 
called upon to select three councilmen for a term of four 
years to fill the places of those whose tenure of office ex- 
pires on the last day of August. Apparently no one seems 
interested — not even those who are at present filling those 
positions. According to calculations there is only one 
week left within which to file notification of standing for 
election to office. To date there has been no announce- 
ment or indication of anyone offering to stand for elec- 
tion — not only from the present incumbents but from 
any opposition that might present itself should they decide 
to stand for re-election. 

This disinterest is an utter apathy on the part of the 
people of the community. One-half of the administrative 
body which directs the affairs of the community, spends 
the taxpayers' money and is empowered to levy such taxes 
as it sees fit, is to be re-filled. With only one week within 
which to file notice as a candidate, no one, not even the 
present incumbents, has signified his intention of stand- 
ing for office. 

It is little wonder that it is said that the representa- 
tive form of government is degenerating when such little 
interest is exercised by the general public that offices go 
by default and not filled by the will of the majority in a 
competitive and elucidating campaign which always 
creates a healthier condition.

THE COASTAL HIGHWAY 



Periodically during the past several years 
there have been agitations of movements to- 
ward the development of a highway along 
the coast from Virginia Beach into North 
Carolina to join with the coastal highway 
beginning in that State and thence leading 
South. However, up until now each of the 
past movements have come to naught 

The proposal has again come to light and 
this time it seems that the realization of this 
dream will soon become a reality. Through 
the efforts of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce aided by certain officeholders of the 
Town and some of its citizens, the matter 
has been presented and pushed in such a 
manner that the Highway Commissions of 
the two States have become most interested, 
given their unofficial approval of the project 
and at the same time indicated that they 
would give their official approvals when the 
monies were available. 

The construction of this link between the 
Peninsula route leading northward and the 
coastal highway leading to the South should 
be of inestimable value to Virginia Beach 
and the surrounding communities as a whole- 
It should be an instrumentality for the diver- 
sion of a large amount of traffic between 
the North and the South through this area 
as it would be the shortest and most direct 
route. It would be a most interesting 
route—* route filled with a diversification 
of scenic spectacles from the rugged to the 
magnificent, through areas filled with untold 
numbers of points of historic interest. 



No. When we say other Town 
needs, we mean a new Town HalL-more 
specific— a new building for better jail faci- 
lities, as the present municipal building now 
houses what is called a jail but what should 
be more properly designated as a possible 
human furnace. It is a building of ancient 
vintage, built of finder and is so construct- 
ed that the custodian would have little or no 
chance of releasing those incarcerated there- 
in should there be a fire. 

The possibilities of a fire are great The 
building is frequented- daily by many who 
smoke and several times a month at night by 
crowds who smoke in and around the 
premises, all of whom carelessly discard 
burning tobacco. 

Still further there are, as a secondary con- 
sideration unduplicated records, representing 
thousands of dollars to the Town, constantly 
stored in this shell of a building, which if 
destroyed would mean far greater loss than 
the possible cost of a new and more fire- 
proof structure. The preservation of these 
records, however, is of minor consideration 
in comparision to taking steps toward the 
preservation of life, particularly life that is 
helpless to act toward the end of self pres- 
ervation. 

It seems somewhat unusual that ways and 
means can be found to find funds with which 
to erect an incinerator at what appears to be 
an excessive cost for the needs of a commu- 
nity of a small population and at the same 
time no funds are available to construct jail 
facilities which would be reasonably safe for 
the protection of the lives of those who may 
be so unfortunate as to be confined therein. 
If perchance a fire should take place and life 
is lost, it would be nothing short of criminal

INCINERATOR VS. TOWN HALL 

Flies are a most annoying pest. They 
must annoy some people to a very great ex- 
tent. In fact, to such an extent that they 
are accelerated into making a great expendi- 
ture for the building of an incinerator in an 
effort to be rid of them. No doubt an in- 
cinerator will be of great benefit to the com- 
munity— lead to greater sanitation, better 
protective health conditions and the possible 
elimination of some flies. 

On the other hajid, the cost of this semi- 
necessity— this semi-luxury seems great. It 
is shouted that the greater portion of the 
expense will be borne by Federal funds and 
the balance by a loan obtained from local 
banks. All true— but is an expenditure of 
$44,000 for such a project justifiable in a 
community with a population of less than 
2 500 people ? 
' The proportion paid by the Federal Gov- 
ernment is not a donation— it is paid by the 
taxpayers in a roundabout and expensive 
manner. The part to be paid by the Town 
through the loan from the banks will put 
the floating debt back almost to where it was 
two years ago or almost to the maximum 
borrowing capacity. It is said that the Town 
will pay for this out of funds that will be 
saved through the creation of the Mosquito 
Control District. Possibly true the Town may 
be relieved of some expenses by the creation 
of the Mosquito Control District but the tax- 
payer is not. On the other hand, with such ex- 
penditures, he will continue to pay the Town 
the same amount of tax and possibly more 



Every day the newspapers are filled with 
stories of death and maiming occasioned 
through the careless operation of automo- 
biles but few of us pay little attention to 
these news articles until perchance one 
"strikes home"— then there is an awaken- 
ing—but only too late — the unreplaceable 
damage has been done.

in a great war is shaped not at 
the eventual peace conference but 
by the war itself"; and to discov-

The assumption that, at the 
conclusion of a war, the settle- 
ment is actually made by the 
diplomats who write the peace 
treaty, is, Mr. Lippman says, the 
most serious fallacy into which 
we fall and "the great popular 
illusion both about the Versailles 
settlement of 1919 and about what 
is to be the settlement which ends 
this war." 

"There is no warrant in human 
experience", asserts Mr. Lipp- 
mann, "for a pessimist which in- 
sists that no war can ever end in 
a good peace. If this war, for ex- 
ample, could end in as long a 
peace as that which most of 
mankind enjoyed for the hundred 
years between the battle of Wat- 
erloo in 1815 and the invasion of 
Belgium in 1914, we should", he

Unfortunately this becomes a habit 
after a short while with many of us but now 
that spring has arrived, traffic is daily be- 
coming more congested — congested not only 
by local automobiles but with visitors and 
the speed at which one drives should be 
watched — not only does the speed increase 
hazards as the congestion multiplies but the 
visitor says "when in Rome do as Romans 
do" and he likewise speeds. 

In our humble opinion there has been too 
much driving of motor vehicles at excessive 
speeds over the main thoroughfares within 
the corporate limits of the Town, even dur- 
ing the winter months when the traffic is 
lightest and that the police should more 
strictly enforce the speed laws but at the 
same time using some sense of discretion 
such as warnings in so doing.

Perpetual 
peace which eradicates all evils 
is not an attainable ideal at this 
stage in the slow process of civil- 
izing mankind. We must aim at a 
peace which is good enough to 
endure without serious interrup- 
tion in the world as it is and 
among men as they are — for pe:- 
haps fifty years." 

Apropos of his proposition that 
the character of a peace is con- 
trolled by the strategical consequ- 
ences of the war itself, Mr. Lipp- 
mann says: "The statesmen who 
met in Paris at the end of 1918 
had to begin with the situation 
which had resulted from the four 
years of war. They could not re- 
construct the world that had ex- 
isted before 1914. They could not 
build a better world upon the 
foundations that had existed be- 
fore 1914. Those foundations had 
been destroyed. They could not 
build the world they might have 
liked to have built in 1919. They 
had to make a peace in the devast- 
ated, dislocated, and exhausted 
Europe of 1919, and they had to 
make that peace in the great re- 
gion from the Rhine to the Urals, 
where, though the Allies had as 
victors a high prestige, they had 
nothing resembling complete 
power and full authority." 

After discussing the five funda- 
mental and decisive errors in the 
conduct and settlement of the 
World War which bear upon the 
present conflict, Mr. Lippmann 
says that the durable center of 
civilized union and authority, 
capable of repulsta!? attack, large 
enough and strong enough to ex- 
haust tie aggressors, and able in 
the end tr admit and absorb into 
its unity the civilized peoples of 
the western world. For this war", 
he says, "is not a war about front- 
iers and it cannot be settled by, 
drawing lines on a map, or by de- 
vising projects that are to be con- 
sidered when the^war is ever. 
This is a civil war of the western 
world resulting from the break- 
down of the centers of authority 
and order. This anarchy will con- 
tinue, it wil] expand and become 
fi»m — more destructive, unless 
there is forged in the fires of the 
war itself — under the. pressure of 
necessity and. in the mood of 
heroic devotion — the core of an 
enduring union. For such a union 
is not likely to be the product of 
pious resolutions made by the ex- 
hausted survivors."

If you don't 
think she did better to fight and 
lose than to compromise and still 
lose, remember what happened to 
Czechoslovakia who could not or 
would not defend her own borders.

Next time you cuss the high 
cost of living, don't blame it all 
on the farmer, manufacturer or 
retailer. Chances are that your 
duly elected lawmakers who are 
supposed to be serving you, are 
largely to blame. 

In this country production-, 4 
methods surpass all the resV^SF 
the world in economy and effic- 
iency. And distribution methods, 
as exemplified by chain and inde- 
pendent stores, have made a simi- 
lar record. But, believe it or not, 
the law in many instances makes 
it impossible for stores to pass 
savings on to the consumer even 
though they wish to. 

Milk is a good example. In cer- 
tain states progressive retailers 
have figured that it would be pos- 
sible to reduce the cost of milk, 
on a cash and carry basis, by sev- 
eral cents a quart, and still pay 
the farmer the same price. But 
laws and ordinances have forbid- 
den this, and have forced the 
store which follows the cash and 
carry plan to sell at the same 
price as is necessary under expen- 
sive delivery and credit systems. 

The same thing has happened 
with manufactured products, un- 
der the so-called fair trade acts 
which permit manufacturers of

lotteries have been common. Cuba 
has conducted a national lottery 
since the formation of the repub- 
lic. 

France financed the war of the 
Spanish Succession by a lottery 
which was not suppressed until 
1836. England authorized lotteries 
for harbor improvements and for 
the financing of the Virginia Com- 
pany, which founded the early 
settlements in America, and raised 
government funds by that means 
until 1824. 

Religious and charitable organ- 
izations were in some countries 
permitted to operate lotteries, 
long after the governments had 
abolished them as national insti- 
tutions. On a small scale such ex- 
ist in America today in the form 
of "raffles", which do not differ 
in principle from the more pre- 
tentious lotteries of the past. 

But during the' last hundred 
years the trend of sentiment 



throughout the world has been 
against lotteries, particularly in 
the United States, where drastic 
legislation for their suppression 
has been enacted.

FHA Technical 
Gives Advice Oh Treating 
Cracked 



The development of cracks in 
the plaster watts of relatively new 
homes to a common fault, aL 
though it to not a difficult matter 
to fill the cracks and place the 
wall in good condition if loosening 
of large areas of plaster has not 
accompanied the cracking. 

The cracking of plaster results 
from several causes, the most 
common of which are settlement 
of foundation wails and piers, in- 
correct structural framing of 
floors, watts, and roofs, and 
shrinkage of framing lumber. In 
advising home owners on the re- 
pair of plaster cracks, only gen- 
eral observations can be made 
without knowing specific condi- 
tions. 



Before patching the cracks, it to 
advised the home owner to ascer- 
tain if possible the cause of the 
most serious cracks and whether 
or not the cause has ceased to 
exist. For Instance, if foundation 
settlement has produced a change 
in position of floor and watt fram- 
ing and may be expected to eon. 
tinue, further cracking of the 
plaster will occur unless the cause 
is corrected. 

One way to determine whether 
or not major cracking has stop- 
ped to to paste small pieces of 
thin paper over the cracks, pos- 



Flne hairline cracks usually can 
be fitted by a little care in paint- 
ing the wall. Slightly larger cracks 
often can be fined by dabbing on 
a thin mixture of patching plaster 
with a brush, using care to work 
the mixture into the crack? as 
thoroughly as possible. 

For sizable cracks, it to advis- 
able to enlarge the crack slightly 
by cutting away the plaster with 
a sharp knife. In doing this, en- 
large the crack more at the lath 
surface than at the finish sur- 
face.

Crab 

The use of crab scrapes drawn 
by motorboat was prohibited by 
order of the Commission of Fish, 
eries, which met last week In a 
special "pre-crab season" Session 
at Newport News. 

Besides forbidding the motor- 
drawn scrapes, permission for the 
use of which was sought by crab- 
bers from the Bay side of the 
Eastern Shore, the Commission 
also returned the definition of a 
'peeler" crab to Its statutory 
form, thus distinguishing it from 
a hard crab. This action reversed 
a decision of the Commission in 
1937 which permitted scrapers to 
take "peelers". Just as they did 
hard crabs. 

The Session was attended by 
crabbers from the Ocean side of 
the Eastern Shore, as well as by 
Commission members and repre- 
sentatives of crab-packing houses. 

The Commission at the same 
meeting fixed the license on dip 
nets for taking hard and peeler 
crabs at $2.50. It changed the lic- 
ense on crab pots from four for 
$1.00, and 25 cents for each there- 
after, to a flat $4.00, for any num- 
ber. 

The Commission issued a ruling 
that if two or more men operate 
crab pots from one boat, each 
must be licensed at $4.00. 

On the recommendation of Ins- 
pector Percy T. Martin, the Com- 
mission opened Brown Shoals, and 
the Elizabeth River,— both re- 
stricted waters; closed Brown 
Shoals June 1st and the Elizabeth 
River June 15th; and allowed an 



additional month for taking oys- 
ters above the seed line in the 
James River.

Oyster shells aggregating 303,500 
bushels and costing a total of $8- 
710.00 have been purchased by the 
Virginia Commission of Fisheries 
for distribution over the depleted 
oyster bottoms of Tidewater Vir- 
ginia during 1940. 

The shells will be moved and 
planted by the Work Projects Ad- 
ministration as part of the State 
repletion program financed Joint- 
ly by the WPA and by the Com- 
mission, through its bushel and 
gallon tax on oysters. 

A large number of the shells 
will be planted in the Corrotcman 
River, a tributary of the Rappa- 
hannock, which is said to be in 
the poorest condition of any rivrr 
j in the State, from the standpoint 
of oyster growth. The Corrotoman 
will be used as seed area for the 
Pappanannock. 

An extensive program to eradi- 
cate the screw borer, deadly oyster 
parasite which drills into oysters 
and destroys them, will be carried 
on in the York River, and along 
the Eastern Shor? !n the r?glon 
of Chmcoteague, Franklin City 
and Metompkin's Bay. 

L. Selden Taylor of the Commis- 
sion staff is in charge of the work, 
with Inspector Charles L. Thomp- 
son acting as his special assistant 
The screw borer eradication at 
Chincoteague Island is under the 
supervision of Inspector W. D. 
Steelman, while the same project 
at Franklin City is under the sup- 
ervision of Inspector Harry C. 
Ellis, and the Burton's Bay project 
under the supervision of Inspect- 
or Aimer Johnson.

And Judging by the past 
record of marketing cooperatives, 
they'll eventually do that Job as 
they have others.

The Securities and Exchange Commission denies the criticisms 
and complaints that they are "stifling" the flow of capital into indus- 
try, as charged by the public utilities. Chairman Jerome N. Frank 
says that utility companies are now allowed to issue new securities 
except In cases where it Is deemed essential to bring out necessary 
information. 

In view of the experiences of the public with many of these over- 
capitalised utility companies the Impression naturally is that the Fed- 
eral organisation cannot be criticised carelessly if it makes rules that 
tilsplfaiiff some of the utility executives who are interested in selling 
inflated securities— such as resulted In private investors losing their 
shirts in past years. 



A ROSE THAT'S CALLED "TARIFF" 

There has been a lot of talk about the Hull trade treaties, and 
a good many people do not realize that they are in effect the same 
thing as the old protective tariffs. The difference is that the State 
Department makes arrangements with foreign governments to trade 
tariff benefits back and forth so that everybody may be satisfied; 
whereas the old protective tariffs were arranged by Congress without 
asking foreign governments what they thought about them. Under 
this old system the tariff was frequently called a local issue because 
Senators and Representatives from different states traded support, 
and votes, for "tariff protection" for their state. 

The old system became so notorious that Secretary Hull succeed- 
ed In putting in the new formula. But the trade-treaties are also full 
of holes, and that's why there has been so much opposition on Capi- 
tol Hill to renewing them before expiration-time in June. f

won," said Dr. Emerson. "The 
characteristics of the disease form 
the greatest obstacles in our 
progress. Tuberculosis, an insidi- 
ous disease, can be well into an 
advanced stage before the victim 
knows he has it. Hence, we can- 
not af f ort to watt for symptoms 
to appear, and, fortunately, we 
do not have to wait. 

"The disease can be detected 
early, before any symptoms ap- 
pear. The standard diagnostic 
procedure is simple. The tuber.' 
culm test, a skin test, followed by 
a chest X-ray for the positive re- 
actors to the test will find tuber. 
culosis even hi its earliest stage. 

"There are two chief reasons 
why we must find tuberculosis in 
its early stages. First, early tub r- 
culosis, in most cases, may be 
arrested. But advanced tuber- 
culosis requires a long and costly 
period of treatment to Insure re- 
covery. Second, tuberculosis is in- 
fectious. Every person having the 
disease has caught it from some- 
one else. Therefore, the sooner the 
disease is discovered and the pa- 
tient is hospitalized or takes full 
precautions to prevent the infec- 
tion of others, the less chance 
there is for the germs to spread." 

Dr. Emerson emphasized that 
since "healthy looks" can hide

But a more general conclusion is inescapable, 
and ought never to be forgotten by anyone 
who contributes a share to the national in- 
come: That it is wasteful and reckless spend- 
ing by government which creates the need 
for more taxes, and that until this condition 
is remedied, farmer, businessman, jobholder, 
and Mr. Average Citizen are all going to con- 
tinue to eat increasing portions of the "tax 
crop" and like it!

HOBBIES 



Nearly every individual develops some 
hobby or even hobbies during his lifetime: 
Some dote on religion, some on politics, some 
on sports, some on mechanics and so on in- 
definitely. These hobbies continue with the 
individual until his aims or purposes have 
Been either satisfied or until he becomes 
weary of them and adopts something new. 
Newspapers although by policy are im- 
partial, likewise, have hobbies. For instance 
the Norfolk Virginian-Pilot has_its hobby- 
=An anti-lynching bill." The Norfolk Ledger 
Dispatch dotes on "the correct use of the 
"English language" and now comes the Nor- 
folk News Index with its "slum clearance 
nrogram. Under the circumstances, while not 
backed by able staffs such as these powerful 
institutions maintain, the News feels that it 
is entitled to a hobby and it has ont-the 
purging of the registration books of the 
Town of Virginia Beach and then thereafter 
endeavor to keep them clean by proper super, 
■vision. 

Within the next sixty days there will be 
an election for the purpose of filling the seats 
of one-half of the Town Council, which body 
^ministers the affairs of the Town, levies 
taxes and subsequently expends them, lne 
taxpayers of the Town do not want the selec- 
tion of these members or of any future 
members to be participated in by voters from 
the Counly, scattered from Cape Henry to 
London Bridge, from North Carolina nor by 
members of transint orchestras from un- 
known places. 

Under the laws of the Commonwealth one 
of the prerequisities of registration for the 
purpose of voting is that the applicant must 
have been a resident of the district in which 
he desires to vote for at least six months 
prior to the placing of his name upon the 
registration books. The purposes of this 
provision are obvious. The basic principle 
of our various branches of governments is 
government by representation— representa- 
tion selected by the will of the majority of 
the people of the community to be represent- 
ed and participated in by outsiders. 

For these reasons it is urged that those 
in authority direct that the registration 
books be purged— if not it is suggested that 
these voters be challenged as they present 
themselves and let them qualify themselves 
under oath before being allowed to cast a 
ballot. 

It is likewise reiterated that the registrar 
should not be one who holds a remunerative 
position at the will of those to be elected— 
one whose salary is fixed by those to be elect- 
ed. Acting in dual capacities leads to a tend- 
ency of being lenient in interpretations of the 
laws that might tend to the influencing of an 
election and at the same time perchance of 
an upset in election results, it may lead to the 
dispensing with the services of a proficient 
Town employee. 

It is, therefore, declared that now is the 
time to purge the registration books— purge 
the whole set up once and for all against 
potential possibilities of fraud in electrons 

THE FARMER'S BIGGEST CROP 

The biggest cuop of which the average 
American farmer is conscious is neither 
wheat, cotton, or corn. It's taxes— anc 
taxes are the hardiest annual of them all 

When he is confronted with increasing 
taxes— Federal, state, and local— the farmer 
can, of course, reflect that he's faced with a 
difficulty common to all citizens. But when 
it's a matter of cash on the line, and more 
hard work to gather the cash, that repre- 
sents a pretty small source of satisfaction. 

Last year's report of the Secretary of 

Agriculture discusses certain aspects of the 

farmer's "tax crop" in the following words: 

"This of course is an old story, but its im- 
portance does not diminish. The general- 
property tax is the largest tax that farmers 
pay Properly, according to accepted eco- 
nomic principles, a tax on land values should 
fall on net rent. The farmers should be able 
to pay it out of the income that accrues to 
the land as its share in the farm returns In 
practice the farm real-estate tax varies 
greatly from such a purely land tax (1) In 
addition to the permanent element of the 
land the tax covers improvements and also 
perishable land elements that require up- 



A former official in the United States 
Treasury was recently quoted to the gloomy 
effect that government is about a twenty 
per cent partner in all business. .In other 
words, government through its power to tax 
has made itself the fifth member of every 
company's board of directors, the silent part- 
ner, the unwelcome guest who eats off the 
extra plate that is set for each meal by 
every family in the land. 

It's a discomforting thought that one out 
of every five dollars earned by the sweat and 
toil of average Americans everywhere goes 
automatically to government. And the more 
the evidence in the case continues to pile up, 
the more it begins to look as though any re- 
vision of the Treasury official's estimate will 
have to be in an upward direction. 

Now a careful study into the tax situation 
conducted by the state of Wisconsin puts 
more of the real and painful facts on the 
table. 

The Wisconsin study shows that in 1938 
the 7,800 corporations in that state paid 
$112,158,743in taxes to various units of gov 
eminent, and that those taxes represented 
$20,606,913 more than those same corpora- 
tions earned as a result of their business op- 
erations. In other words, when John Smith 
establishes his own business these days, in 
the interests of accuracy, the sign on the 
door ought to read as follows: Government, 
Government, Government, and Smith, In- 
corporated. 

The same type of survey could probably 
be repeated, yielding the same or even more 
disquieting results, in almost every state of 
the union. It points once again to the flood- 
like ravages of wasteful government spend- 
ing. And it shows forcefully how the pro- 
ductive abilities of this country are being 
turned away from the job of providing 
goods at low prices in order to pour taxes, 
taxes, and still more taxes into the insatiable 
maw of government. ° 



CITIZENS SURVEY COMMISSION TAKE 
NOTE

In parts of Alabama, and per- 
haps elsewhere, there used to be 
current among the slaves a ballad 
now called the Drinking Gourd 
Song (the Great Dipper Song), 
and from one verse of this ballad 
Frances Gaither has borrowed the 
title of her novel, 'Follow the 
Drinking Gourd." Although the 
song was inspired by the Aboli- 
tionists' intoxicating talk of 
freedom. "Follow the Drinking 
Gourd" has not too much to do 
with Abolitionists, or with escap- 
ing slaves, their eyes fixed on the 
Great Dipper. Such things do find 
a place in Mrs. Gaither's book, but 
she is concerned, principally with 
a larger aspect of life in the South 
before the War. 

We have had a plethora of 
novels about ante-bellum life, 
about plantation life, about the 
life of the planter and his family. 
Hitherto, however, no novelist. I 
believe has preoccupied himself, 
as Mrs. Gaither does, with the 
peculiar aspects and problems of 
life on a typical plantation under 
absentee ownership, a plantation 
off on the pre-War frontier of the 
South, remote from its owner, vir- 
tually under the control of the 
hired overseer of the moment. 

It is easy to understand why 
the nostalgic novelists have ignor- 
ed the plantation under absentee 
ownership. It was too seldom 
visited by the delightful old gent- 
lemen of Southern romance, never 
by devastating young ladies es- 
corted by troops of dashing young 
blades; it could boast no mansion, 
no devoted mammies, no convivi- 
ality, no balls, no ridings to 
hounds. It is much less easy to 
understand, however, why the 
stark realists have overlooked the 
dramatic possibilities of life on the 
.plantation under an absentee 
proprietor, with its crude, if some, 
times kindly, overseers, its pine 
woods squatters, its homesick field 
hands, and the tortuous struggle 
to carve a new farm out of the 
forest all endless and endlessly 
complicated by the vagaries of 
commerce and the whimsicalities 
of the elements. 

"Follow the Drinking Gourd" 
pictures for us such a plantation 
in the back country of Alabama 
which had been acquired for de- 
velopment by a young planter, 
partly in an attempt to make good 



seems to understand, no fcn, the 
history of the rest of the country, 
its strength and foibles, too, so 
that she writes with an insight 
strangely compounded of sym- 
pathy and detarhment, and her 
novel should, in consequence, find 
an appreciative audience in all 
parts of the country.

If we abandon 
the hopelessness of the thirties, plunge into 
the task of putting the fiscal affairs of gov 
ernment in order, we can still save to future 
generations the blessings we have so richly 
enjoyed. 

example, four years ago, the town nf 
Montclair, New Jersey, installed a govern- 
ment of business men in an effort to do 
something about the general inefficiency of 
local government. Result: the lowest tax 
rate in 13 years, a reduction of $1,685,000 in 
the town's debt, a cut of $8,000,000 in assess- 
ments, a treasury surplus of $500,000 at the 
beginning of this year. Another example may 
be found in North Attleborough, Massach- 
usetts, an industrial community which took 
similar steps with similar success. 

Such local experience points the way to a 
solution of national fiscal and governmental 
problems. America is not yet bankrupt and 
will never be if her people will abandon the 
doctrine of spendthrift hopelessness.

Here in Virginia, where divorces 
have increased until in some 
places they have mounted in num- 
ber to more than half of the 
number of marriages in any one 
year, would seem to be a very good 
place to try out the suggestion 
that has just come from Superior 
Judge Joseph Sabath of Chicago, 
for the establishment of what he 
caHs reconciliation courts. Last 
night in Chicago Judge Sabath 
simultaneously observing his 70th 
birthday and completion of 30 
years of judicial service, was 
honored by more than one thous- 
and admiring friends who sat at 
banquet tables, including seventy 
couples to whom the judicial guest 
of honor had succeeded in bring- 
ing reconciliation after the insti- 
tution of divorce proceedings in 
;his court. 

Judge Sabath said he would de- 
dicate himself from this on to ef- 
fort in the establishment of re- 
conciliation courts that hasty and 
unnecessary divorces might be 
made next to impossible. The 
Chicago jurist told of having 
heard during his tenure on the 
bench more than 50,000 divorce 
actions and took pride in relating 
that out of this number he felt he 
had been able to bring reconcilia- 
tion to as many as 3,400 couples. 
This is a record that all will agree 
l brings credit indeed. 

As Judge Sabath proposed it, a 
reconciliation court would be 
presided over by a judge who 
would attempt to restore harmony 
between estranged couples before 
any legal papers were filed. No bill 
of divorce would be filed by a 
wife or a husband merely to fit 
the requirements of the statutes. 
A petition, carefully and truthfv" 
ly prepared, would be filed cv«iy 
after all efforts toward reconcilia- 
tion on the part of the judicial 
intermediary had failed. 

"Thus," said Judge Sabatb, 
"we'd be giving couples deter- 
mined to part every chance to gel 
together again, to try to find some 
common ground which would pre- 
vent a break-up." Continuing the 
Chicago jurist said: 
"I believe that, except in ex- 

cases, in cases where therefyawned 
can be little doubt that husband 
and wife are mismated and the 
greater unhappiness would result 
from their staying together, the 
divorce problems would be solved 
by reconciliation courts. 

"Human nature doesn't change 
much. Every marriage cannot be 
a success. Every seventh marriage 
in the United States is a failure. 
Why? Gin marriages, marriages 
without proper consideration of 
the responsibilities, the absence of 
real love and cooperation. Any 
marriage not made for real love 
will go on the rocks sooner or 
later, except those unions of older 
persons who marry frankly not 
for love but for companionship." 
If the example set by Judge 
Sabath could be followed generally 
by those who are being called up- 
on in Virginia more than ever be- 
fore to determine the dissolving of 
marriage ties, there might come 
much good from the effort put

WOODRUM'S STAND PLEASING

It's 
thrifty to save a nickel on street 
car fare, but what good is it if you 
decide to take a taxi-cab instead? 

That's what Congress is up 
against now. Pracitcally all of 
the economies made in the 1940 
budget by a perspiring House ap- 
pear doomed to destruction in the 
Senate. Professional cynics, who 
few weeks ago when 
everybody in Washington was 
making fervent pledges to Cut 
Down to the Bone, are now mut- 
tering, "I told you so." It's all due 
to a simple mathematical formula 
that sometimes seems so compli- 
cated: If you add as much as you 
subtract, you wind up with the 
same total you had hi the first 
place. ■ 

Nearly half of the $460,000,000 
excess appropriations requested in 
the budget had been trimmed by 
the House before the Agriculture 
Appropriations bill reached the 
Senate. After completing action 
on amendments, the bill stood 
ready for passage with its full to- 
tal of $923,000,000— an increase of 
nearly $209,000,000 over the bill as 
it was trimmed in the House, and 
$202,000,000 above budget esti- 
mates. 

The result will be that, instead of 
clipping off most of the $460,000,- 
000 excess for defense appropria- 
tions, Congress may either have to 
borrow more money or figure out 
new ways of raising it. And be- 
cause new taxes leave a bad taste 
in the mouth during an election 
campaign, it may be necessary to 
get the additional funds by in- 
creasing the national debt, which 
is getting dangerously close to the 
45 billion-dollar statutory limit. 

Whatever was done to the farm' 
bill may have been necessary or 
desirable. There may be better

There are few nil f erences of op- 
inion as to the issues, the rights 
of I and the wrongs of the European 
war. Perhaps those that occasion- 
ally crop up are due to the fact 
that the disputants aren't always 
talking about the same war. Most 
persons, of course, think of the 
war as having begun on Septem- 
ber 3 last, when Great Britain and 
France became avowed belliger- 
ents/against Germany because of 
Hitler's invasion of Poland. 

But Jay Allen, veteran American 
correspondent in Europe, who has 
just returned to the. United States, 
says that this Is "the ninth year 
of the Second World War." To Mr. 
Allen this war began In Manchou 
kuo in 1931 and was continued in 
Ethiopia, in Spain, in Austria, in 
Czech-Slovakia and in Albania 
before the invasion of Poland. 

In the early stages of this long 
drawn-out war, most of the peo- 
ples which had won self govern 
ment in the First World War lost 
that right again. After the con. 
quest of Poland, only one of the 
nations liberated in 1918— Finland 

remained; and, more recently, 
things have happened to Finland. 

Mr. Allen placed the blame for 
the consistent success of the ag- 
gressive despotisms, in the early 
stages of the undeclared Second 
World War, on the governments of 
the great democracies. And when 
he made the familiar charge that 
the democracies had sold the little 
ones down the river, he did not 
content himself with saying that 
the selling was done by England 
and France.

The Crewe Chronicle reports 
that magazine solicitors made a 
canvass there week, gave false 
references, collected the cash and 
made a hasty departure. One soli- 
citor went around saying that a 
Crewe minister had recommended 
him. The Chronicle, in an editor- 
ial, says: 

"So many people, once they are 
duped, feel ashamed to admit it. 
This is wrong. If you get hook-' 
ed by some crook, for goodness 
sake start hollering before the 
crook can dupe your neighbors, re- 
latives and friends all over town, 
ball the police without delay and 
give the facts.

The Tidewater News was very 
much disturbed about the epi- 
demic and we quote: "A particul- 
arly revolting incident occurred 
in Franklin Monday morning, the 
details of which we do not pro- 
pose to discuss here or in the news 
columns.

Books, 
magazines, household appliances, 
anything sold, may be purchased 
from resident merchants or reli- 
able firms elsewhere. The door-to- 
door peddler is like the hitch 
hiker; there are enough criminals 
in both categories to cause all of 
them to be viewed with extreme 
caution. The man committing 
the outrages here claimed to have 
been selling magazines to enter a 
ministerial school. And don't let 
looks deceive you. Many are 'nice 
looking' and 'well dressed.' " 

These rackets have been ex- 
posed, so often that it is a wonder 
anyone is taken in. Uncle Sam, 
through the NYA, is helping all 
deserving young men and young 
women through college, so there 
are no grounds at all for that 
old gag. The best thing to do 
about Itinerant door-to-door sales- 
men is to refuse to talk to them 
and call the police. That way, and 
that way only, are you safe. It 
pays to be extremely suspicious 
end hard hearted to all door-to- 
door solicitors. ,

Record Flight 
Of Wild Ducks 
Heading North 

The biggest migration of wild 
ducks and geese in six years is 
heading for Canadian breeding 
grounds this spring, according to a 
summary of reports from state 
game departments and private ob- 
servers in a nation-wide survey by 
Ducks Unlimited, Inc. 

The survey, covering the 25 
most important species found in 
the United States the past winter, 
brought 2700 reports of an in- 
crease as compared with a year 
ago, 1257 reports of decrease and 
1912 no change. The bulk of de- 
crease reports came from the cent, 
ral flyway between Montana and 
New Mexico where droughts pre- 
vailed. 

Eighty per cent, of state game 
departments co-operating it. the 
survey stated that unseasonably 
mild weather last fall, which de- 
layed the southward migration, re- 
duced bags by hunters. Hunting 
season dates were too early to 
coincide with the mam migration 
period, officials stated. 

While estimates of the wildfowl 
increase range from 10 to 50 per 
cent., ducks now on nuptial flights 
face jl critical situation in sec- 
t ions 'of the great prairie breeding 
areas' of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and fAlberta. Winter snowfall, 
principal searce ot moisture, has 
beenijthfj. lowest in a decade in 
these^. aVeas. Unless abnormal 
spring rains intervene, heavy 
brood losses from drought may be 
expected next summer, biologists 
of 1 Decks Unlimited's Canadian 
field Mtatt predict.

Initial Fees Used 
For Dow n Pa yment 

Most of the initial costs of a 
Title I, Class 3 mortgage loan in- 
sured by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration may be included as 
part of the required 5 per cent in- 
vestment or down payment. 

The requirement that the bor- 
rower have an investment in the 
property in cash, land, or an in- 
terest in the land in an amount 
equal to 5 per cent of the ap- 
praised value of the completed 
property may be met by the fol- 
lowing items: 

1. Original cost or present mar- 
ket value of the land. 

2. Accrued real estate taxes, 
ground rents, and special assess- 
ments payable at time of closing 
the loan. 

3. $10 FHA examination fee. 

4. Actual amount of closing fee 
(initial service charge) charged 
the borrower by the lending insti- 
tution but not to exceed the per- 
missible maximum of 1 per cent of 
the proceeds of the loan. 

5. Recording fees, notary fee, 
revenue stamps, etc. 

6. Title-examination fees, cost 
of abstract of title and site survey. 

Items that may not be included 
in determining the 5 per cent in- 
vestment requirement are prepaid 
hazard-insurance premiums, pie- 
paid ground rents, prepaid real 
estate taxes, or special assess- 
ments. These items. If charged the 
borrower, together with brokerage 
fees, if any, must be paid in ad- 
dition to the items making up the 
5 per cent investment requirement 
and may not be paid out of the 
proceeds of the loan itself. 

TRADE BARRIERS BOOST 

Seeking the why of the high 
cost of living, housewives are 
learning that many out-of-line 
prices are traceable to Interstate 
"trade barriers", the Invisible but 
effective walls which rise on state 
boundaries throughout the nation.

Lime May Be Used 

Throughout Year, 
States Hutcheson 

While early in the year is us- 
ually the best time to apply lime 
it is not the only season that 
farmers may profit by liming their 
land, says Dr. T. B. Hutcheson, 
head of the V. P. I. agornomy de- 
partment. 

Under general conditions, agro- 
nomists recommend that lime be 
spread during the first two or 
three months of the year, princi- 
pally because farmers are not so 
rushed with any particular farm 
task at that time, and because

to be plowed, disked, harrowed, or 
worked into the sou when crops 
are cultivated. Lime will have the 
same desirable soil conditioning 
reaction, regardless of the time of 
year it is applied. 

For instance, lime may be 
easily spread on corn land this 
spring and early summer before 
the corn is up and over after it 
is up when the corn is very small, 
and it can be worked Into the soil 
as the corn is cultivated, he said. 
The same is true of most any 
other clean culture crop. Likewise, 
the material may be applied di- 
rectly to a sod of legumes and 
grasses any time during the year 
as the vegetation will prevent the 
lime being washed away. Just 
after a cutting of hay Is harvested 
is an excellent time to lime the 
field. Dr. Hutcheson says. 

Lime Orders Piling Up 

Pointing to Dr. Hutcheson's 
suggestions, state AAA officials 
say that many farmers who have 
requested lime as a grant of aid, 
or otherwise, and who cannot re- 
ceive it for several weeks yet due 
to the rush of orders at this parti- 
cular season, may profitably make 
use of the recommendations to 
apply lime later in the season if it 
cannot be obtained for early 
spring application. 

Lime plants over the state are 
working at full capacity and still 
cannot keep abreast of grant of 
aid requests received during re- 
cent weeks, AAA officials say. The 
use of lime as a soil-building prac- 
tice has increased tremendously 
over last year, they say, pointing 
out that in 1939 farmers requested 
approximately 63,000 tons as an 
AAA grant of aid, while through 
March 31 of this year requests for 
105,000 tons had been received. 
These figures do not include the 
tonnage purchased other than as 
a grant of aid, and with lime 
orders on the Increase through the 
AAA program and otherwise, 
grinding plants do not have the 
facilities to promptly take care 
of all orders received in recent 
weeks. However, the plants are 
doing everything possible to fill 
orders promptly. 

AAA officials believe that the 
considerable increase in the de- 
mand for lime this year is due to 
several things, but principally to 
the fact that farmers who have 
used lime readily observed its ad- 
vantages and told other farmers 
about it, and that Virginia news- 
papers and magazines have used 
their facilities to point out the 
recommendations of agronomists 
and the results of lime experi- 
ments.

* " ■ THE CRUSADE AGAINST PRIVATE BUSINESS 

There are men in Congress today who cherish the Utopian hope 
that it is possible for the Government of the United States to take 
sway from private industry the control of its affairs and watch the 
Government shower greater blessings upon all the people. 

Some of the great corporations are accused of crimes and mis- 
demeanors against the public interests, and some visionary states. 
men are crusading against monopolies, and industrial and financial 
groups. They even go so far as to state that the trend in economic 
and human affairs during the last forty years will eventually exter- 
s minate competition in all the major lines of business. The moving 
picture industry is usually accused of bad motives in distributing pro- 
ducts to moving-picture houses all over the country, and thereby 
breaking down public resistance to monopolies. None of the political 
critics go into much detail about the old-time nickle-and dime shacks 
that formerly showed silent pictures at their worst— twenty-five years 
ago. 

The corporate organisations that distribute their goods among 
tens of thousands of independent dealers are pictured as monopolies 
—monopolies that are described as unfair to independent business 
men who carry nationally advertised articles in drug stores, and sales 
outlets that handle new inventions including radios, electrical refri- 
gerators, chemical products and automobiles. If we are to believe half 
the warnings found in speeches in the Congressional Record we need 
to beware of how we sit under electric lamps, and talk on the tele- 
phone, or enjoy the comforts of a central heating plant in cold wea- 
ther and the cooling breezes of electric fans in Summer. 



FHA Small Home 
Program Opens 
Vast New Field 

The tremendous undeveloped 
field for small homes, long need- 
ed and wanted by families of 
moderate incomes, has been open, 
ed up by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration in a program destin 
ed to be one of the major trends 
of our time, it was predicted by 
Abner H. Ferguson, FHA General 
Counsel, In a radio address deal- 
ing with the liberalized financing 
terms for small homes costing 
around $2,000. 

"For generations", he declared, 
"families with incomes of $1,000 
to 93,000 a year have not been 
seriously considered as prospective 
buyers of homes. It has been the 
general belief that a family in 
this income group could not af- 
ford to invest, in a home, even if 



one could be found that was at- 
tractive, well built, efficient, and 
modern." 

Financing Approach 
The problem of providing good 
homes for moderate-income peo- 
ple Is now being approached from 
a financing as well as a technical 
and merchandising angle, he 
pointed out. 

"This was the problem," Mr. 
Ferguson said in tracing the back- 
ground of the liberalisation of 
FHA's terms for low-cost homes: 
"Financing terms had to hi made 
liberal enough and the volume of 
building had to be increas3u to 
the point where industry could 
provide better values. Therefore, 
when the forces generated by the 
FHA plan ware set in motion they 
were trained oh this hitherto un- 
developed field/ 

"Just as in other periods of our 
history when some revolutionary 
progress has been made in the 



social, economic, or scientific 
sphere, home financing today has 
made advances that ones seemed 
impossible." 

FHA Gets Bayers Started 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration plan does more than en- 
able the average family to pay 
for a home conveniently, Mr. Fer- 
guson said, adding that it aided 
the buyer to get started. 

"In the past." he continued, 
"one of the biggest stumbling 
blocks in the path of home own- 
ership was the down payment. 
Not many families can lay hands 
on a large sum of money to use 
as a down payment on a house. 
The FHA program recognizes that 
fact and has done some rather 
revolutionary things about It. 

"Under the new type of $3,500 
FHA-insured loan, the down pay- 
ment can amount to as little as 5 
per cent of the property's value. 
This means, as a rule, only about 
$150 down. On a 15-year basis, 
the payments to principal, inter- 
est, and FHA insurance premium 
are less than $21 a month. With a 
10 per cent down payment the 
loan may be spread over 35 years, 
with monthly payments to prin- 
cipal, interest, and FHA insurance 
averaging about $15 to $10." 
o 

Heat Units Adapted 
For Small Homes 



Designs of modern heating 
units are keeping pace with the 
rapid developments in small-home 
planning and construction. 

Modern radiators, for example, 
are more compact, requiring little 
floor space. Concealed types go 
into the wall, where they are en- 
tirely out of the way. 

Effectively insulated, the mod- 
ern small house requires less heat. 
A smaller and more economical 
steam or hot-water boiler will take 
care of the heating requirements. 

Corresponding reductions in the 
size of pipes, valves, and fittings 
result in further economies in the 
original cost of the plant. 

Due to the increasing demand 
for heating equipment especially 
adapted ~7oFl he reiuirements of 
the small home, manufacturers 
have introduced new types of 
steam aud hct-water boilers that 
not only heat the house but pro- 
vide domestic hot water as well. 



Good 
Necessary f For 
Low-Cost Home 

Intelligent planning of the low- 
cost home is of paramount im- 
portance to the safety of the in- 
vestment, declares Howard Leland 
Smith, chief of the architectural 
section of the Federal Housing 
Administration. 

Homes in the $3,500 price 
range, covering lowcost home con- 
struction, must be of sound design, 
he said, for on this feature to a 
large extent rests the market- 
ability of the proper t y. 

Four fundamentals should be 
kept in mind when designing 
these homes: 

1. The home should be simple 
in design. 

2. It should be dignified in 
character 

3. It must contain no false ele- 
ments. 

4. The design must allow eco- 
nomical construction. 

PriBs Out of Pawe 
There is no place in the design 
of these homes for unnecessary 
frills. No unnecessary corners 
should be tolerated, and halls 
should be kept to a minimum to 
prevent needless waste of floor 
area. Wherever possible, plumbing 
should be concentrated, such as 
placing the kitchen next to the 
bathroom, to effect savings to cost 
of labor and materials.

Sound Mortgage 
Market A Major 
FHA Objective 

One of the major purposes of 
the National Housing Act, under 
which the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration was established m 
1934, was to create a sound mort- 
gage market. 

Looking back over the five and 
one-half years of the FHA's exist- 
ence. Administrator Stewart Mc- 
Donald says: "We in the FHA be- 
lieve that through our mortgage- 
insurance system we have aided 
in the establishment and develop- 
ment of a sound residential mort- 
gage structure." 

Soundness Indicated 

Illustrating the soundness of 
the residential-mortgage business 
today, Mr. McDonald points out 
the basic standards which have 
been advocated by the FHA as re- 
quisites for a stable mortgage 
market: 

1. Real property security con. 
sisting of residences providing 
housing of an acknowledged 
standard of excellence. 

2. Control of the principal am- 
ounts of mortgages so that there 
is a constantly adequate margin 



representing a genuine and real 
"equity" belonging to the home 
owner. 

3. A mortgage structure in 
which individual loans are r-gulai- 
ly amortized and fully extinguish- 
ed without necessity for extension, 
renewal, or refinancing. 

4. Interest rates affording tn 
adequate— tut not, an excessive- 
return on loaned capital in view 
of the risk involved. 

5. A mortgage structure in 
which lenders are insured against, 
loss of principal loaned but are 
not freed from the responsibility 
and necessity of exercising then- 
best judgment in making loans in 
order to protect themselves to the 
utmost. 

ft. A mortgage structure i 
which individual loans are pat- 
terned so that they do not impose 
obligations on the borrower in 
excess of his ability to pay or that 
may become so burdensome that 
with slight changes in the bor- 
rower's status he will cease to 
strive to meet them.' ^^» 

7. A mortgage struct urJBi 
which the borrowers are of goBd 
character and likely to

Q. Will you inform me as to 
what size lath should be used for 
wood lathing and how the lath 
should be applied? 

A. Wood lath should be five 
sixteenths of an inch thick, spaced 
not less than one-fourth inch nor 
more than three-eighths inch 
apart. To avoid defects which 
may impair the finish plaster, the 
lath should be straight and free 
from large or loose knots and 
bark. Laths should be nailed with 
lather's nails at each bearing. 
Wood lath has a standard length 
of four feet. Placing the laths so' 
that a continuous joint extends: 
from floor to ceiling or across the 
ceiling will result in plaster cracks j 
at this joint. By staggering the 
joints every seventh or eighth lath 
course, these cracks can be avoid- 
ed. Provide nailing surfaces for 
the ends of all laths at the inter- 
sections of partitions and do not 
extend the laths behind inter- 
secting partitions and walls. Use 
galvanized-tron corner beads to 
protect external corners and six- 
inch wire-mesh or metal-lath re- 
inforcement three inches on each 
wall and ceiling surface at interior 
corners as a precaution against 
cracks at these points.

Ceilings over heating equipment 
and floors under space heaters 
should be protected with a fire- 
resistive material. Where living or 
sleeping rooms occur over a gar- 
age, the garage walls and ceiling 
also should be of fire-resistivsj 
material. Doors leading from th# 
garage into the house should be fj 
fire-retardant type. Masonry 
chimneys should be well built and 
flue-lined. All-wood frame con- 
struction should be kept at least 
two inches away from the ma- 
sonry; with spaces filled with 
mortar or other fire-resistive ma- 
terial.

.Governor James R. Price of

Good Construction 
A Foe Of Termites 

Good construction methods will 
prevent any serious damage to 
wood by decay and termites, the 
Technical Division of the Feder- 
al Housing Administration asserts 
In advising builders on termite 
protection. 

These methods are most eco- 
nomically used at the time the 
house is being built, it is said, and 
are likely to be less costly than 
later repairs. 

Identifying the causes of these 
damaging elements, the FHA offi- 
cials say that warmth and mois- 
ture are particularly favorable to 
decay of wood and to termite ex- 
istence. Modern practices in build- 
ing houses that are heated, well 
Insulated, and equipped with ap- 
paratus for humidifying fee air 
create new problems in combating 
deterioration due to both termite 
attack and decay. 

Properly constructed and main- 
tained wooden buildings are in re- 
latively little danger of damage by 
decay and insect attack. Houses 
erected in defiance of well-known 
principles of good building prac- 
tice can deteriorate rapidly and 
are those most susceptible to 
decay and to attack by termites.

AAA Farm 
Must Be Worked 
Before April 16 

Qualify Farmers To Partici- 
pate in $6,150,000 

Every Princess Anne County 
fanner who participates in the 
1940 AAA Farm program will work 
out a farm plan before April 
15 with an AAA committeeman or 
someone at the county office, says 
County Agent H. W. Oslin, who 
reminds farmers that only a few 
days are left in which to fill out 
the plan, and that it Is necessary 
for this to be done In order for a 
fanner to be eligible to earn con- 
servation payments under the 1940 
program. 

Producers in this county have 
an opportunity to earn their prop- 
ortionate share of the approxi- 
mately $8,150,000 available in 
Virginia under the 1940 AAA soil 
conservation program, Mr. Ozlin 
says. By filling out a farm plan 
a farmer indicates his, desire to 
participate in the program. Every 
fanner in the state has the oppor- 
tunity to work out a plan, regard- 
less of the extent of his participa- 
tion in past years. 

Adapted to Conditions 

The conservation program in 
Virginia is adapted to local con- 
ditions and is designed to meet 
Old Dominion soil conservation 
needs, Mr. Ozlin states. On the 
farm ylan are outlined the farm 
operations most suitable for good 
land use on the Individual's farm, 
which enable him to get the most 
benefit from the conservation 
measures stressed in the 1940 pro- 
gram. 

In spending about 15 or 20 min- 
utes with a representative of his 
county association to fill out a 
plan, a fanner obligates himself 
in no way and obtains a clear out- 
line of the payments he may earn 
by participating in the 1940 pro- 
gram. The plan shows how by 
carrying out urgently needed soil- 
building practices the farmer may 
meet his goal and earn the maxi- 
mum soil-building payment. The 
farmer will obtain Information 
necessary for him to get the most 
out of the program. A copy of the 
farm plan remains with the farm- 
er as a guide to his farming op- 
erations for the year. 

The Soil Conservation Associa- 
tion is an organization of Princess 
Anne farmers who are cooperat- 
ing with fee Federal Goxernment 
in an effort to conserve and re- 
build our soil and forest. There 
are no dues assessed against feef 
members but on the other hand 
payments are offered members 
who comply with the provisions of 
the program.

Governor's Ball To Be Hall 
At Cavalier Hotel Follow- 
ing Ceremony 

Governor James H. Price, on 
Wednesday issued a proclamation 
officially designating Friday, 
April 26 as Cape Henry Day in 
conunenoration of the first land- 
ing of the English Colonists to 
Virginia 333 years ago. This 
ceremony is to be held under the 
auspices of the Assembly of Tide- 
water Virginia Women who were 
the originators of the celebration 
and have been sponsoring the 
recognition of this date for the 
past several years. 

This annual ptlgramage will be 
headed as usual by the Governor 
of the Commonwealth, the Hon. 
James H. Price. The principal 
speaker of the occasions win be 
Dr. Francis P. Gaines, president of 
Washington ft Lee University, 
acting as the personal representa- 
tive of President Roosevelt, who 
has signified his regrets on his 
inability of being present due to 
pressing official business. 

Great pomp and ceremony will 
mark this annual Cape Henry 
Pilgrimage, to be led by Governor 
James H. Price, members of vari- 
ous patriotic and religious soc- 
ieties, which will be held at Cape 
Henry next Friday to commem- 
orate the 333d anniversary of the 
landing of the first permanent 
English settlers in the New World 
and consumated with the Gover- 
nor's Ball that night at the Cav- 
alier Hotel. 

On April 23, 1607, Admiral 
Christopher Newport with his fleet 
of cockle-shell like ships, the 
Sarah Constant, Godspeed and 
the Discovery, after a long hazar- 
dous trip across the stormy At- 
lantic from Blackwall in Bast 
London, England, found haven in 
calm water about three miles 
north of what is now Virginia 
Beach. Aboard these ships were 
104 colonists, including thirty 
Osvallers, in addition to the crew 
fo forty hardy sailors, and 'tis 
recorded that Captain John 
Smith, whose glory came later in 
colonial days in Virginia, was on 
one of these ships in irons for 
alleged mutiny.

On last Sunday this edifice was consecrat- 
ed as the Bishop Beverly Dandridge Tucker 
Memorial, a sincere but wholly iiuuiequate 
momento to that most devout teacher of the 
gospel and one whose influence played such 
a major part in spreading its doctrines 
throughout the community with the subsequ- 
ent establishment of many Houses of 
Worship of various denominations.

part that the present rector, Rev. Reginald 
W. Eastman, has taken the achievement of 
these accomplishments. He came to the 
parish ten years ago. He found his new 
charge heavily indebted with a new building. 
During these ten years these church prop- 
erties have been several times badly 
damaged by storms or freezes. But under his 
guidance and leadership these damages have 
been rectified, many improvements made, 
and finally the entire church debt wiped out. 
And as a result of his efforts his church has 
been consecrated, not only consecrated but 
consecrated under the eyes of the Presiding 
Bishop of the United States, which is a com- 
pliment to the rector of any parish and more 
particularly to one of a comparatively small 
parish. Rev.. Eastman is to be congratulat- 
ed on his accomplishments and it is sincerely 
hoped that like successes will follow him 
in all of his future endeavors.

THE COUNCILMANIC CONTEST 



In June there will be an election at Vir- 
ginia Beach. The purpose of this election 
will be to select persons to fill three seats 
on the Town Council which will become 
vacant on the last of August by expiration 
of terms of office. Up to the closing hours 
for filing notice of candidacy there had been 
no public commitments but the setting sun 
on the last day marking the dead line 
brought forth seven candidates for the three 
offices. Why the belated action on the part 
of these prospective councilmen is unknown 
unless that each desired a short campaign. 

At any rate it is now known that there will 
be a campaign. As to what the issues will 
be is still unknown, as none of the seven have 
made any statement as yet, except that each 
has declared that he is running independent- 
ly of any of the other candidates and that 
there will be no coalitions between them. All 
of these candidates are reputable and capable 
persons. Upon speculation, however, it ap- 
pears that they represent a variety of cross 
currents in the tides of a political swim and 
it is forecasted that as the tide rises coali- 
tions will be formed and if none are formed, 
the tide will probably continue to ebb for 

some. ... i 

Most of us have our choices for personal 
reasons. But this should not be the deciding 
factor in casting the ballot. We should know, 
want to know and are entitled to know the 
principles upon which each of these candi- 
dates are standing for office. These princi- 
ples should be thoroughly analyzed as to 
their application for the good of the com- 
munity as a whole— all personal friendships 
disregarded and then the ballot cast accord- 
ingly. ...... * 

The selection of a municipal officer is not 
unlike the selection of an official in a 
private enterprise. Many of us have close 
personal friends to whom we would not care 
to entrust the management of our private 
business and this same thought should be 
borne in mind in the selection of our public 

officers 

Therefore, with the election less than sixty 
days off, each candidate should step forward 
and let his position be known on the many 
important matters which are now facing the 
people of Virginia Beach in order that the 
voters may have the opportunity to carefully 
consider them before making a decision as 
to the casting of his ballot.

BISHOP TUCKER MEMORIAL 



Many, many years ago, when Virginia 
Beach was virtually unheard of and an al- 
most isolated spot being bounded by sand 
dunes covered with wild rice and the mighty 
Atlantic Ocean, there were a coterie of 
pioneers who established summer homes on 
its sands. Among those personages, who 
assisted in the creation of the now nation- 
wide known Virginia Beach of today, was 
the late Rt. Rev. Beverly D. Tucker, then 
rector of St Paul's Episcopal Church of 
Norfolk and subsequently, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Southern Virginia. 

This most benevolent and Christian per- 
sonage, the. Rt. Rev. Mr. Tucker, realizing 
the lack of adequate transportation facilities 
through which to contact the more or less 
outside world and recognizing the then and 
possible future needs of institutions of 
religious education and worship in what ap- 
peared to be a growing community, establish- 
ed a Sunday School, which was held in his 
own home. This Sabbath School was non- 
gectarian in its origin, but under his guid- 
ance and influence it grew— grew to the ex- 
tent that it subsequently lead to the con- 
struction of a little chapel known as Galilee 
Episcopal Church and finally to the erection 



The victory won yesterday does not in- 
sure safety for even today, much less 
tomorrow. We welcome the good news 
each year of the declining death rate 
from tuberculosis. There ia the danger, 
however, that we are being lulled into com 
placency. 

We know that tuberculosis is being con- 
trolled in this country due to the organized 
efforts of the medical profession, the official 
health departments and the tuberculosis 
associations. But we have placed too much 
emphasis on the good news— the declining 

death rate. . ,. ™_ 

For years, we have gladly bought Christ- 
mas Seals and have been satisfied with what 
was being done with our money. We have 
proof that tuberculosis has been forced from 
the first cause of death in this country to 
seventh place. 

This April, the Princess Anne County Tub- 
erculosis Association calls it our turn again 
by holding the Early Diagnosis Campaign. 
They are asking us this time to use what we 
have bought — a knowledge of tuberculosis. 

The campaign is financed by some of the 
money we spent on Christmas Seals, and its 
purpose is to drive home some truths that 
we must know and use. We have helped 
pay for these truths. It's time that we use 
our purchases. 

Tuberculosis is still the leading cause of 
death among persons between the ages of 
15 and 45— the most productive years of life. 

Every person with active tuberculosis 
should be quarantined as quickly as possible 
to check the spread of the disease— yet, only 
one-sixth of the known cases of the disease 
are isolated in hospitals provided for their 
care. Tuberculosis may be gaining a firm 
foothold in the body and spreading to others 
before the victim knows he has the disease. 

Early tuberculosis can be cured. Recovery 
from tuberculosis in the advanced stage is a 
tedious, difficult, expensive fight that too 
oftens ends in death— yet, eight out of ten 
persons entering a sanatorium for treatment 
are in an advanced stage. 

Early tuberculosis can be discovered. The 
process is the tuberculin test, followed by the 
chest X-ray for all positive reactors— yet, 
tuberculosis testing is not a generally en- 
forced health measure in this country. 

These are some of the facts the Princess 
Anne County Tuberculosis Association is 
telling us this month. But the association 
can only tell us the facts, tell us what should 
be done. If we do not heed and use our 
knowledge, the guilt of throwing away lives, 
to say nothing of money, is squarely ours. 



CRISIS 

By Sherlock Bronson Com 
Sherlock Bronson Gass' book, 
partly autobiographical, is a hu- 
man and impressive account of 
some interesting phases of Ameri- 
can life st the close of the last 
century. 

Mr. Gaas is professor of English 
literature at the University of 
Nebraska and has written before 
now articles for various magazines, 
on* mystery story and two books 
of essays. Before he achieved the 
ease and security of his academic 
life. Mr. Oass had for one period 
of five years led, along with his 
family, an incredibly strenuous 
and precarious existance. It is the 
story of those five crucial years in 
his family's history and Ids own 
early youth that Mr. Gass gives 
us in "Family Crisis." 

As the Columbian Exposition 
wore to an end in 1893 things be- 
gan to look bleak for the Gasses, 
father, mother and two boys. 
When the Exposition finally clos- 
ed, the family which had been 
maintaining itself in part by lodg- 
ing tourists was left dependent 
upon the very small returns from 
two newspaper routes on which 
they managed to live for a time, 
always with the hope that the 
author's father would secure the 
American agency for the British 
calculating machine, but the hope 
never materialized and the Gasses 
lost their newspaper route. With 
this crisis in their affairs and 
their consequent eviction because 
they could not pay the rent, they 
were driven to a final venture, the 
development of a steam laundry. 
It is, in the main, with the 
family's heartbreaking experiences 
during the years that they were 
trying to learn to run a laundry 
and at the same time make It pay 
that "Family Crisis" has to do. 
This may not seem a very likely 
setting for drama or romance but 
Mr. Gass does not attempt to 
make a startling tale of these five 
years in his family's life; he writes 
a simple, straight forward, un- 
pretentious narrative, honest, col- 
orful and in its own way dramatic.

Five hundred members of the 
statute, recently attending a co- 
American Savings and Loan In- 
vention in Pittsburgh, heard 
Francis E. Ingalls, Massachusetts 
banker, declare that newspapers 
provide the "best" advertising 
medium and that they should 
"make newspaper advertising a 
live and vital force in their sav- 
ings and loan programs." 

Moreover, the Financial Ad- 
vertising Association, of Chicago 
after a survey of banks ranging 
from ths world's largest to those 
with resources around a million 
dollars, reports that 30 percent 
are increasing their advertising, 
65 percent maintaining their sche- 
dules and only five percent reduc- 
ing in advertising budgets. 

Banks in the 25 to 50 million 
dollar class will use 64 percent of 
their appropriation in newspapers; 
those in the 50 to 100 million dol- 
lar class will use 54 percent; 
those under 25 million 56 percent 
and those of 100 million or more 
50 percent. 

Direct mail advertising will get 
from 15 to 27 percent and the ba- 
lance of the funds will be divided 
between other media, such as sec- 
tional periodicals, novelties, car 
cards, outdoor advertising, dis- 
plays, national magazines and 
radio.

First presented at the mic 
winter meeting of the Virginia 
Press Association, Virginia's re- 
cord of economic progress is told 
in printed form in this month's 
issue of "The Commonwealth." It 
deserves the consideration of all 
citizens because the facts should 
be told the nation. As presented 
by Major Raymond B. Bottom, 
president of the Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce, highlights 
of Virginia's record follow: 

"Virginia as a geographical, 
governmental and economic entity 
has enjoyed in the last ten years 
an industrial progress that is in 
every sense phenomenal. 

"During the period 1029 to 1937 
the value of manufactured pro- 
ducts in Virginia increased 31 per 
cent, a greater increase than in 
any other state in the nation. 
While the industrial output of 
Virginia increased 31 per cent, 
that of the country decreased 11 
per cent ..." 

". . . We find that the people of 
Virginia have increar-d their 
coi— a C'3,Cv.).C *.., l, uO a total a 
livlle Lttur u.aa 1 per cent, above 
that of the golden year of 1929.

. . . Individual income tax pay- 
ments in Virginia increased 287 
per cent, while income tax pay- 
ments in the United States as a 
whole increased only 14 per cent, 
and in the Southern states as a 
group, 107 per cent. 

-Retail sates in Virginia in 193ft 
were only 11 per cent below 1929, 
while retail sales for the United 
States as a whole were 29 per 
cent below the 1929 volume. 

Bank debits to individual ac- 
counts, as an example, are regard- 
ed as a reliable measurement of 
business activity. Virginia bank 
debits during 1939 were only 
per cent below 1929 ... for trie 
United States as a whole, measur- 
ed by returns from banks in 140 
Important centers, excluding New 
York, were 34 per cent below 
1929 ... for 141 centers, includ 
ing New York, were 58 per cent 
below 1929. 

"Virginia's per capita public 
debt was reduced 32.5 per cent in 
the 1929-39 period. During the 
same 10-year period the public 
debt of the United States has in- 
creased 121 per cent. 

"Gasoline consumption in Vir- 
ginia during the 10-year period in- 
creased 71 per cent . . . for the 
nation as a whole 54 per cent. 

"During the past four years, ac- 
cording to Sales Management, the 
effective buying income in Vir- 
ginia has increased 36 per cent, 
while that of the United States 
has increased only 0.45 of one 
per cent.

Before the subcommittee of the 
House Judiciary Committee is the 
Oeyer Bill (HR 7534) an amend- 
ment to the Hatch bill, which 
would eliminate the poll tax as a 
prerequisite for voting in federal 
elections. The purpose of the bill 
is to rid eight Southern states of 
a poll. tax. These states are Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Georgia, Mississ- 
ippi, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas and Virginia. It is sponsored 
principally by the Southern Con- 
ference for Human Welfare. 

The last vestiges of states rights 
are being attacked. There has been 
a centralization of government 
during the past decade that is 
alarming. State roads — many of 
them— are under Federal control. 
State schools, indirectly, are under 
federal control/Many towns and 
cities have sold their birthright 
for federal pottage, and many peo- 
ple are dedicating their beings to 
federal dictation. A benevolent 
federal government, now almost at 
the end of its cable tow in the bor- 
rowing of funds and in the exact- 
ing of taxes to pay interest on 
funds long borrowed a-nd dissipat- 
ed, may become a despotic gov- 
ernment when the crisis comes. 

If for no other reason than that 
of state's right — the last stand of 
states right — we would oppose this 
inroad by the federal government. 
But the poll tax, places certain 
restrictions around the electorate. 
First, a Voter must think enough 
of the vote to pay a relatively 
small sum of $1.50 capitation tax 
annually. He must know enough 
to vote intelligently. We would op- 
pose any restriction on the right 
to vote which was prohibitive, but 
a material interest in the govern-

FIGHTING TO THE FINISH 



The English and French gov- 
ernments, Judging by their posi- 
tive declarations, are going to 
fight out the war to a finish. They 
feel that any treaty signed with 
the present Nazi government 



would be worthless. So there la 
nothing left but to keep fighting. 

It is a bleak prospect ahead of 
Europe. The two lines of fortifica- 
tions, with their cannon and forts 
and hosts of mighty men, stand 
out like bristles on a porcupine's 
back. It is almost unthinkable 
that either side will send hundreds 
of thousands of young men to 
their death to break through those 
walls of steel and iron and re- 
solute human hearts. 

There remains the chance that 
one side can starve out Its foe 
through blockading commerce, o 
submarine or mine attacks. 
Squeezing the life out of Ger- 
many is going to be a hard and 
long process, particularly sine 
Germany is tied up with Russia. 
That country of vast spaces could 
raise enough food to feed all Ger- 
many, and oil to keep Its war 
machine operating and lubricated. 
But Russian inefficiency will de- 
lay the delivery of these supplies, 
which may not be of such enor- 
mous proportions. 

What of the awful debts that 
will hold down the progress of 
these nations like a heavy weight 
tied to the back of a swimmer 
breasting against the waves? The

CANCER QUACKERY 

"The science of medicine al- 
ways has been embarrassed by 
fakers and quacks who claim to 
have short-cut cures and special 
ability or information not pos- 
sessed generally by the medical 
profession concerning certain dis- 
eases. Although these exploiters 
are prohibited by law to advertise 
their false claims, they still attract 
In devious ways those too-trusting 
individuals who are impressed 
with high-sounding language and 
a disarming manner. Among this 
group will be found the cancer 
quack," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
Commissioner of Health. 

"This kind of quackery is likely 
to take any one. or a combination 
of many forms. For instance, the 
quack may suggest he has a spec- 
ial serum or vaccine that will 
promptly remove cancer. He may 
attempt to sell medicines, pastes, 
salves, or a machine that emits 
colored lights. Special diet lis!.* 
have been palnvsd oft as a cancel 
cure also. 

"It cannot too vigorously be 
stated that quacks and their sup- 
er-claims, through false hopes and 
delayed diagnosis, cause unneces- 
sary deaths but never effect cures. 
Many endorsements of their al- 
leged treating ability have been 
based on the fact that the sore 
or other condition which they 
have diagnosed as cancer, was not 
ouch in fact. 

"No one, therefore, should per- 
mit himself to be victimised by 
the cancer quack. If a suspicion. 
Justifiable or otherwise, exists m 
the mind of any person that he 
may have cancer, the only coarse 
to pursue is promptly to seek the 
advice Oa a reputable physician. 
Xaet£-:nteHy. warning sisr.s of 
oarly detectable cr.ncer techl**' 
any lump :n't"/i3 breast cr oilier 
oart of the body, any unusual dis- 
charge or bleeding from any 
bodily oceninc. chronic indipes- 
Uoa. any persistent sor: oa Ce 



"skin or mucous membranes of the 
mouth. Delay in the presence of 
any of these manifestajiona may 
result In a cancer death, painless 
and comparsBvely trivial as such 
symptoms at first are bound to be. 
The fact that a large Jfcrcentage 
of such signs are not tit precan- 
cerous or cancerous origin is no 
excuse for delay in seeking proper 
medical advice. Indeed, to put off 
the visit toHbe doctor in such 
cases may be writing one's own 
death warrant. 

"There are but two possible 
methods of treating cancer. The 
first is surgery. This procedure Is 
generally relied upon to remove 
cancerous tumors. Irradiation, by 
means of x-ray or radium, is em- 
ployed to advantage in fully one 
ihird Li the cases. Frequently, 
surgery and irradiation are suc- 
cessfully combined. These facts 
should ti kept in mind if, per- 
cr&nce, a cancer quack of aay 
kind attempts to sell his spurious 
v/ares."

THE FLORIDA ROAD TEST 

The low-priced cars, representing three different makes, are be. 
Ing driven night and day over a 171-mile round trip course stretching 
Inland and north from West Palm Beach. Each car Is driven ap- 
proximately 1,000 miles a day, the equivalent of a month's driving for 
the average motorist. 

Engineers and chemists of the Atlantic Refining Company are 
drilling for deep-lying facts of scientific importance in the mass of 
data now being provided by the Florida Road Test, in which a fleet 
of 1940 stock cars is piling up an around-the- world mileage every 
three days. 

Before-and-after tests, as well as records kept during the run, 
weave a net to trap every fact of possible interest. 

Before the start of the Florida Road Test, the cars were dis- 
assembled at the company's automotive laboratory in Philadelphia. 
Engine measurements were taken with micrometers. Carburetor jet 
slses were measured and distributor spark advance characteristics 
were noted. 

Assembled again, the cars were given a short, break-in run on 
the chassis dynamometer, which simulates road driving conditions. 
Gasoline economy at speeds of 20 and 40 miles an hour, at level road 
load, were recorded. The time required to accelerate from 10 to 50 
miles an hour, under level road conditions, was checked. Speed- 
ometers were tested for accuracy. Exhaust gas analyses revealed the 
carburetor air-fuel ratio. 

Then the cars were driven in a group to the road test base, on the 
outskirts of West Palm Beach-— a distance of 1,300 miles. On arrival, 
the cars were given a general tightening and tunins-up similar to 
that given by a dealer when a hew car is brought in by the purchaser 
after the break-in period. 

... During the road test, the cars are lubricated and the oil changed 
every 1.000 miles. At the end of every 0,000 miles, each car is given 
a thorough check-up as recommended by the manufacturer, including 
the lubrication of wheel bearings, transmission and rear axle. Each 
12,000 miles, spark plugs are replaced and body bolts tightened. 

Tests at 0,000 miles include the carburetor air-fuel ratio, accelera- 
tion time, oil sump temperatures at various speeds, octane require- 
ments, and gasoline economy at various speeds. 

A permanent record of each run over the test course is registered 
by a tachograph, which charts every variation hi speed and every stop. 
Following the completion of the road test, the fleet will return to 
Philadelphia, where measurements and tests made before the start 
of the road test will be repeated. A comparison between the original 
and final measurements will reveal the amount of engine wear and 

differences to performance.

Would Exploit Marlin Fishing 

Marlin-fishing brought the 
State of Maryland more than 
$500,000 In business from June 
through September of last year. 
Commissioner O. Walter Mapp 
announced last week in an appeal 
to Virginia fishermen to capitalize 
on deep-sea sport fishing during 
the coming summer. 

A total of 1,343 of the game fish 
were landed at Ocean City, Md. 
during the 1939 season as compar- 
ed with slightly more than 100 at 
Virginia ports during the same 
period. "The interesting fact is 
that a majority of the marlin 
credited to Ocean Cityjjwere cap- 
tured in the Atlantic abreast of 
Virginia, especially in the region 
of Winter Quarter Light." Mapp 
said. 



He attributed Maryland's success 
to extensive advertising. "Natur- 
ally the fishing boats go where 
the sportsmen go, and tost year 
Ocean City boasted a fleet of 39 
fishing boats, augmented by pri- 
vate fishing craft," he said, urging 
that to Virginia "we equip our. 
selves, advertise our fishing cent, 
ers dotting our whole coast, and 
get ready to share this new Indus, 
try." 

The deep-sea fishing possibilL. 
ties of the Virginia coast were 
fust exploited last year by the 
Virginia Deep-Sea Fishing Asso- 
ciation, assisted by the Virginia 
Commission of Fisheries. Charts 
and data compiled at that time 
will be available tins year.

The Commission of Fisheries' 
purchase and retention of the pa- 
trol boat sntENE was defeated by 
Commissioner G. Walter Mapp in 
a radio address tost week at Nor. 
folk, answering criticism directed 
by members of the recently-ad 
journed General Assembly. 

Charging that the SUtENE was 
unfitted for patrol work along the 
Virginia Coast, the legislators had 
incorporated a clause in the fi- 
nance bill providing for the sale 
of the boat. Governor Price later 
vetoed the clause in signing the 
bill. 

"If any member of the Legisla- 
ture had desired to investigate the 
matter, it should have been done 
by the introduction of a bill for 
this purpose, instead of springing 
during a heated partisan and fac- 
tional consideration of the finance 
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bffl in the House". Mapp 
"The unusual procedure followed," 
he asserted, "left the Commission 
neither the opportunity to present 
the facts nor a chance to make 
reply." 

While the Commission would 
not have built the $30,000 vessel 
(which it purchased for $10,000) 
for its own use, "who should com- 
plain if luxury and beauty were 
added without cost to the Com- 
mission or the State?" Mapp ask- 
ed. 

The Commissioner denied the 
allegation that the SIRENE was 
unseaworthy for ocean service. 
"She has been tested in ocean 
service along the whole Virginia 
coast and stood the test splendid- 
ly" Mapp said.

Q. How should bathrooms be 
arranged In relation to other 
plumbing for economy in installa- 
tion? 

A. In a two-story house, the 
most economical installations are 
effected when bathrooms are 
located above each other or above 
other plumbing fixtures so as to 
permit the use of a common soil 
stack. When two or more bath- 
rooms are located on the same 
floor, they should be adjacent to 
I each other. In one-story construc- 
tion the bathroom and kitchen 
| should be closely related in loca- 
I tion. Place water closets near the 
! soil stack and the wastes of other 
(fixtures in close proximity to the 
I stack to minimize horizontal pipe 
runs. In addition to an economical 
| plumbing layout, convenience in 
the location of the bathrooms and 
fixtures is also important. A well- 
studied plan should and usually 
will make both possible. 

Q.- What is meant by a metallic 
paint? 

A. Metallic paints are composed 
of aluminum, bronze, or other 
cetallic flakes in a vehicle or var- 
nish or varnish and oil. These 
paints are often used as a prime 
coat on wood to seal the pores 
against moisture penetration, or 
as protective coatings on metals 
or concrete. These paints should 
not be used on a concrete wall 
until the wall is thoroughly dry, 
since any moisture that might 
/remain in the wall will cause the 
paint to peel.

A. As a base for the tile mor, ir 
Ucd, wood-&r«eauuag boa* lift 
shoul'J be cut in between ths floor 
.aiscs. &ei fiosh wirii the top of 
the Joists, and supported on 
wooden strips nailed to the sides 
of the joists. Cover the sheathing 
boards with water-resisting paper 
and set the tiles on a bed of port- 
land cement mortar 1 1-4 inches 
thick. Ths mortar bed should be 
reinforced with either galvanized 
metal lath or wire mesh embedded 
in the mortar. This construction 
permits the bathroom floor to be 
ilush with the wood floors in ad- 
jacent rooms.

An alliance long advocated by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion—attractive design, sound 
construction standards, and a safe 
system of financing— appears to 
be gaining solid foundation in ten 
home-building Industry, according 
to FHA officials. 

Any forward movement involv- 
ing the important factors of de- 
sign, good materials, and a safe 
financing system is a step in the 
right direction, officials asserted. 
A number of building-material 
dealers in various parts of the 
country have inaugurated ambi- 
tious newspaper-advertising pro 
grams calling attention to the im- 
portance of design and the right 
kind of financing for homes, as 
- well as the importance of good 
jtf^ materials. 

Good Planning Vital 
"Better planning of homes is as 
vital as the use of good materials 



and as the use of a safe and sound Lenders Give Information to 
system of home financing," de- Prospective Home Owners 
clared Administrator Stewart Mc- 
Donald. "Only well-designed 
dwellings of good material can be 
eligible for financing under the 
FHA Insured-Mortgage System. 

"Interest in better home design 
is resulting in a union of three of 
the important individuals in the 
construction of good homes— the 
builder, the building - material 
man, and the financing agent. 
Aim at FHA Standards 

"We find that a great many 
builders and building-material 
dealers are developing their cam- 
paigns around the theme that 
their homes and their materials 
meet Federal Housing Administra- 
tion standards. This, of course, 
widens the market for the builder 
who builds well, but above all else 
it contributes largely to the de- 
velopment of better communities 
and better neighborhoods, for 
which we are constantly striv- 
ing.'

Q. Are wooden gutters practical 
for collecting roof water? 

A. Wooden gutters are satis- 
factory providing they are built of 
a durable decay-resisting wood 
and the trough is properly pro- 
tected by two coats of pitch or 
three coats of lead and oil. In- 
stead of painting, it is good prac- 
tice to line the gutters with sheet 
metal. This lining should start 
under the last shingle at the edge 
of the roof and be carried down 
into, across the bottom of, and 
over the top outside edge of the 
gutter. Without these protections 
roof water is apt to find its way 
into the exterior-wall construction. 



Home Standards 
Held Improved 
By Architects 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration has encouraged the use of 
architectural service as a means 
of raising the small-home stand- 
ard and stimulating the building 
of better homes for American 
families of modest means. 

Good houses at whatever price 
can be produced only by the com- 
bination of good architecture, 
well-selected materials, and 
honest building, declared Admi- 
nistrator Stewart McDonald. 

"The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration cannot insist that an ap- 
plicant for mortgage insurance 
use professional service when 
building his home." explained 
Mr. McDonald in outlining the 
FHA policy in regard to archi- 
tectural service. "It does recom- 
mend it, however, for no matter 
how attractive the plan may be, 
an inferior structure may result 
if professional services are not 
used in connection with the pre- 
paration of the contracts, plans 
and specifications, and the sup- 
ervision of the actual construc- 
tion to see that they are carried 
out as contemplated." 
Not Subtti tote 

While the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration makes inspections to 
assure compliance with plans and 
specifications, Mr. McDonald said, 
it does not consider them substi- 
tutes for professional services. 

"Architects can often effect 
real savings in construction costs," 
Mr. McDonald continued, "as well 
as in the use of space. He can 
suit the house to the needs of the

family. He is acquainted with 
new materials, new methods of ap- 
plying them, new types of equip- 
ment. He can plan for the most 
economical use of structural ma- 
terials.

Lawson Hall plantation -was a 
crown grant to Thomas Lawson 
in 1609. It is not known when 
the old house was built. This 
house was destroyed by fire forty 
years ago. The walls were of 
brick two feet thick. There were 
carved marble steps and much 
panelling. The house was used 
as headquarters for both armies 
at various times during the Civil 
War. The garden is the earliest 
formal garden of record in this 
section. There are rows of boa- 
wood of great siae and terraced 
grounds. Here may be seen trees 
of beech and oak, with a spread 
of one hundred and twenty-five 
feet. Those who estimate the age 
of trees say this garden is over 
200 years old. It is the property 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. Hodg- 
man and only the gardens will be 
opened. One reaches Lawson 
Hall from Norfolk by the Water 
Works or Princess Anne Road, 
passing the Waterworks and turn- 
ing to the right at the marker 
which is about one and one-half 
miles from the Waterworks and 
proceeding along the country road 
until reaching the marked en- 
trance into Lawson Hall. If com- 
ing from Virginia Beach one turns 
to the right at Davis' corners on 
the Virginia Beach highway and 
proceeds along the country road 
about three hundred yards, then 
turning left and proceeding along 
that road until reaching the 
marked entrance into Lawson 
Hall. 

White Acre, home of Judge and 
Mrs. B. D. White at Bayside. The 
gardens at White Acre are bord- 
ered by the Lynnhaven River. 
There is a hand riven juniper 
picket fence surrounding the rose 
and perennial gardens which are 
perfectly beautiful. This fence 
came from the home of Grace 
Sherwood, the Princess Anne 
witch. The house is of brick and 
covered with English Ivy. The dis- 
tinguishing feature is four large 
chimneys through the center of 
the roof. The house was built in 



lb reach While Acre 
folk take Route 490 
road to Robbins Come* then 
straight ahead to briak uun m n iii 
at entrance. If from Virginia 
Beach take Route 460 back to

Seabreeae Farm home of the 
Misses Hill formerly the Glebe of 
Lynnhaven Pariah— site where ihe 
first court was held in 1637. The 
County was then Lower Norfolk 
County, the County of Princess 
Anne having been formed 1 ln691. 

The gardens are located on a 
point overlooking historic Lynn- 
haven River. These gardens have 
a profusion of continuous bloom 
and are always a riot of color. 
There are many new and rare 
old roses. Native trees such as 
hollies, cedars, live oaks, dog- 
woods, and flowering shrubs 
abound. 

One reaches Seabreeae Farm 
from Norfolk by way of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard turning 
left at Little Neck Road then 
•straight to Seabreeze Farm rustic 
entrance about four miles. If com- 
ing from the Beach turn right at 
Little Neck Road on the Virginia 
Beach Highway. 

Old Donations Church Two 
miles north of Chinese corner on 
Route 58 U. S. Highway eleven 
i and one-half miles from the Cav- 
alier Hotel. This Cuhrch was 
built before 1694. In 1882 it was 
partially destroyed by fire, but is 
now restored. One reaches Dona- 
tion from Norfolk by way of the 
Virginia Beach Boulevard turning 
left at Chinese Corner and right 
at Absolom's store from which 
point the church may be seen. 
The present church is a restora- 
tion—the ancient church having 
withstood two wars was burned in 
1882 and only one wall left stand- 
ing. Those who loved it and 
whose father's had attended its 



for pBMtelnni kept it a 
living church by holding services 
each year within its ruins 
finally la 1916 succeeded in 
untieing it upon its foundations 
and within the one remaining 
wall. Several ancient tombs have 
been reclaimed from abandoned 
grave yards in the County and re- 
stored to lta grounds by the Prin- 
cess Anne Garden Club.

(Continued from Pace One* 
er, who had the title of the Vint 
Governor of Virginia. Raleigh was 
the leader of the 1587 Roanoke 
colony which perished in the wild- 
erness with fate unknown to this 
day, while he was in London in- 
terceding without success for 
necessary supplies, this expedition 
now being' known as the Lost 
Colony. 

| Admiral Newport and his fol- 
lowers erected a crude wooden 
cross at Cape Henry on "white 
hilly sand like unto the downs 
on the Kentish coast" where tills 
fleet took refuge during their 
passage from England, and kneel- 
ing down repeated with Robert 
Hunt the simple English prayer of 
Thanksgiving for their safe ar- 
rival on these shores of Virginia. 
The wooden cross has been re- 
placed by a handsome granite 
cross, now a famous park land- 
mark. 

Friday's program includes reli- 
gious and patriotic ceremonies in 
the morning in the Colonial Ball- 
room at the Cavalier hotel in this 
resort, followed by luncheon in 
the Pocahontas Room of the 
hotel. The pilgrimage to Cape 
Henry, which will be Joined by 
hundreds of colonists, wifl be the 
mam event in the afternoon. This 
colorful celebration will be 
climaxed by the Governor's Ball 
at the Cavalier on Friday night, 
with the Governor and Mrs. 
Price leading the grand march, 
followed by members of his staff 
and their ladies, and a long list 
of distinguished guests.

There is no drug available for 
the treatment of tuberculosi*. We 
must depend upon the natural 
forces of the body, lending then* 
whatever aid is possible by pro- 
viding sufficient physical rest, 
mental peace and improved nutri- 
tion. 

The tubercle bacilli, the germa 
that cause tuberculosis, are taken 
into the body through the nose 
or the mouth. Tubereuloste can- 
not be inherited. The germs are 
passed from one person to an- 
other.

A THEME SONG 

Personal experiences make vivid impree- 
aions. Sometimes in order to express a 
thought behind an impression it becomes 
necessary to inject the first person as an 
illustration and so it shall now be done with 
due apologies. 

Many years ago when I was at college, 
lackadaisically attempting to pursue some 
knowledge of the law, there was a most lov- 
able as well as able professor who expounded 
certain of its fundamental principles by 
creating couplets out of them, which were 
euphonic with many of the nursery rhymes 
learned during my childhood days at my 
mother's knee.

Puss is in the Well" and so on, immediately 
brings forth certain rules of law that had 
been so rhythmically associated. With these 
reflections, the philosophical conclusion is 
tiiat the psychological reaction of rhyme has 
a tendency to inculcate a permanent impres- 
sion on the human brain. 

A few years ago the children had the habit 
of singing on occasions a little dittie, which 
went something like this : , 
"I scream, 
You scream, 
We all scream, 
For Ice Cream." 

They usually got it. 

A while back, with all sincerity of purpose 
and a conscientious belief of a need for, the 
News sought a purging of the registration 
books of the Town of Virginia Beach.

MIDNIGHT MEDTIATIONS 



Tonight as your editor sits, burning the 
midnight oil, racking his fatigued brain (if he 
has one) for an idea upon which to attempt 
to write an editorial of some beneficial value 
to his readers, he thinks, as he frequently 
has done, "aw, what's the use". In fact, he 
feels as E. H. Little, of the Holt (Mich.) 
Recorder, must have felt when he editorially 
said: 

"All th^s talk about an editor not being 
appreciated is nonsense. We read of an 
account where an editor in a nearby 
county was presented a handsome bou- 
quet by a number of fellow citizens. On 
the same occasion, a quartet from a 
local church sang a few songs and the 
minister made a brief talk. After the 
minister's talk, six husky citizens 
carried the popular editor from the 
house and placed him in a model 1940 
plumed sedan, and the whole town stood 
at attention. 

"Later the appreciative crowd returned 
to their homes, serene in the thought of 
having provided one bright day in the 
life of their local news purveyor — even 
if they had to wait until he was dead to 
do so." 

Being of this frame of mind and desiring 
to relax but at the same time knowing that 
there must be 1760 words of editorial matter 
on the typesetter's hook in the morning, he 
has decided to have an informal chat with his 
readers, after which, possibly they will for- 
give him for some of his many seemingly un- 
pardonable sins. 

It has been the endeavor of your editor to 
deal solely, in so far as possible, with local 
matters in the editorial column, hoping that 
in so doing that some constructive ideas 
may be developed through those presenta- 
tions, which might ultimately be beneficial 
to the community. This is not always an 
easy task and in efforts to follow the policy 
it is frequently necessary to deal with per- 
sonalities either outwardly or by innuendo. 
In the treatment of a subject of this type, 
constant guard has to be kept to scrutinize 
all phraseology for something that might 
possibly be interpreted to be libelous and 
even then he is never sure. Next, the own- 
er's policy has to be given due consideration 
or there will be a pink slip in the next pay 
envelope. And finally the public, which you 
are endeavoring so hard t& serve, is the 
hardest of problems to cope with as there are 
no set rules by which to be guided* Whatever 
may be said is frequently followed with 
words of both commendation and condemna- 
tion, with the latter usually in preponderance 
and sometimes most abusive. 

At times; thoughts have been presented by 
the point of this pen which the creator was 
not personally wholly in accord. The pur- 
pose? Because your editor is not infallible 
of opinion and possibly on some occasions 
such opposing presentations may be a 
stimulus to another to make an analytical 
survey of the subject which may produce a 
constructive reaction beneficial to the 
community. 

This, however, is only half of the story. 
There is the question of procuring of news, 
then writing it, phrasing of headline (catch 
ones if possible) consisting of an exact 
number of letters to a line, proof-reading 
and finally planning the layout of the paper. 
These are all included in duties of the editor 
of a weekly newspaper. 

The average reader picks up his news- 
p a p e r, per us e s the he a dlin es , cas ua lly glanc e s 
over the editorials and lays it aside with 
no thought at all as to the labors required 
for its production, considering it merely a 
product of a revolving piece of machinery. 

Taking these things into consideration, it 
can be well understood why Mr. Little said 
that the editor is appreciated — appreciated 
only after he is dead. 

But as the light burns low the tired eye 
falls on a squib written in rhyme published 
by Exchange, though this was written in 
farce, it presents a hopeful inspiration. 

"The editor stood at the pearly gate,

MOTHERHOOD 

With the approach of Mother's 
Day, one's thoughts naturally 
drift to the question of the prob- 
lems confronting the ladies of 
Virginia who become mothers 
each year, and remind us that 
many perish needlessly st child- 
birth. Each year now pregnancy 
and childbirth are responsible for 
the deaths of nearly 300 Virginia 
women. In 1939, we are happy to 
say the number was only 260. Only 
ten years previously, in 1929, the 
number of those who -perished was 
425. These figures indicate a 
splendid improvement but still 
the figures are unnecessarily high 
what with the information and 
service being dispensed by doc- 
tors, clinics, and insurance com- 
panies. It is agreed by physicians 
that at least two out of three ma- 
ternal deaths are needless. 

This year the Medical Society 
of Virginia and the 3te f ? Depart- 
ment of Health ha\ . s urfced a co- 
jB£Tfl f lve study of the natcrnal 
rwrtailty prolan v.hich will last 
throughout the year, to the end 
that further information may be 
gathered which will best lead to a 
solution of the preventable causes. 
Among the causes which will get 
particular study are the avail- 
ability and adequacy of care, the 
personal economic situation, and 
ignorance or neglect an the pa- 
tient's part. 

It is well for us to honor those 
American mothers who have gone 
on to their reward; it is proper 
that we should on at least one 
day of the year show a proper 
respect and affection for those 
mothers who are with us, and it is 
almost criminal to neglect the po- 
tential mothers. Dr. Riggin of the 
Health department and the Medi- 
cal Society cannot be commended 
too highly for the study they are 
making.

art through Beethoven, Chopin, 
Brahms and Liaat. 

But surely Foster, a genius with 
the simple, intimate song that we 
know as folk music, had to be in- 
cluded, and Sousa. the "March 
King" who has thrilled genera. 
Lions of Americans with the best 
march music ever written, deserv- 
ed a place. Victor Herbert's gift 
for light opera waa easily equal 
to that of the Strausses, of Lehar 
and Romberg, and although he 
was an Irishman, we can forgive 
the Celtic Mr. Farley for following 
a spiritual, rather than a literal 
interpretation of nationality. Vic- 
tor Herbert was thoroughly adopt- 
ed by the United States. Of Nevin, 
composer of the widely known 
"Venetian Love Song" and the 
even better known "The Rosary" 
it may be said that an American 
composer like Converse or Chad- 
wick would have made a more 
solid choice. Even so, it must be 
admitted that NevhVs composi- 
tions were being played all over 
America while the more academic 
and pretentious works of the two 
New England composers were 
known largely to musicians. 

It occurs to us that a bad feat- 
ure of commemorations of any 
kind is that they tend to focus our 
eyes on the past and on the ac- 
complishments of departed not.

"After crediting science for the 
control of many diseases and the 
medical profession for its work 
in the treatment of actual ill- 
much of the duty of main- 
health and in avoiding 
death is a personal 
matter. An illustration of this 
point is found in the cancer pro- 
blem," states Dr. I. C. Riggin. 
Commissioner of Health. 

"The term cancer is a general 
one. covering a number of condi- 
tions. Cancer growths can and 
do occur in every tissue and organ 
of the body. As is generally 
known, the substance of all living 
matter is composed of cells. The 
body is an aggregation of cell 
colonies so set up as to form its j 
various parts such as the brain, 
heart, muscles, etc. A cell is a liv- 
ing organism. It grows, produces 
other cells, and dies. New cells 
constantly replace the dead ones; 
and the cell substances that com. 
prise the body thus are kept in 
perfect balance. Such cells re- 
main within their intended limits. 
"On the other hand the cancer 
cells have an unlimited capacity 
for growth and serve no useful 
purpose. By growing out-of- 
bounds, this type of cell develops 
a cancerous tumor. These tumors 
are part of the body itself; they 
arise within it; they are not con. 
tagious. 

"The actual cause of cancer 
still is a scientific mystery. How- 
ever, it is definitely known that 
chronic Irritation is one of the ex. 
citing causes of cancer. For in- 
stance, cancer of the mouth may 
result from ragged, dirty teeth or 
badly fitting dental plates. Again, 
cancer of the pelvic organs in 
women often is caused by the 
chronic irritation resulting from 
easily corrected child-birth in- 
juries. 

"Deaths from cancer may be 
approximately classified as fol- 
lows: thirty-six per cent are ere . 
dited to cancer of the stomach 
and liver; 15 per cent to malig- 
nancy of the abdomen, including 
the abdominal walls; the intes- 
tines and the lower intestinal 
tract; 15 per cent to cancer of 
the mouth; while 3 per cent are 
caused by cancer of the skin.

Many cancers of the mouth, re- 
productive organs, lower intestin- 
al tract, stomach and skin can ue 
prevented, if the right precautions 
are promptly taken. Unfortunate-

I have never witnessed as fine 
and spontaneous a reception to 
any one. The whole body rose as 
a unit and gave him an applause 
of welcome worthy of the Chris- 
tian sacrifice that he had made to 
the giving of himself and his to 
the cause of Christ. 

We see and remember to him a 
long life, full of experiences, ever 
drawn to the pale star— his savior 
and redeemer.

manufacturing industry. If that 
effort succeeded on any btg scale, 
it would obviously deal a serious 
blow to our trade— Latin America 
would buy her machines at home 
Instead of Importing them from 
us. But that 11 a long-range pro- 
blem, instability of Latin Am 
erican governments used to be 
another big problem— it will be 
remembered that South America 
defaulted on millions of dollar* 
worth of government bonds sold 
here. But today political condi- 
tions seem much better. 

The war in Europe has been of 
considerable benefit to Latin 
America in another way. Tourists 
who used to go abroad are voyag- 
ing South Instead. Mexico, being 
nearest at hand, has naturally 
benefited to the largest extent. 

Newest ominous note in the dis- 
cordant European martial symp- 
hony has been sounded by Italy. 
During recent weeks, press attacks 
against France and England have 
been Intensified. The Berlin-Mos- 
cow alliance has been soft pedal 
led. And newspapers which are 
known to speak for high govern- 
ment officials— who. in turn, 
speak for Mussolini— have lately 
announced that Italy may not be 
able to stay out of war much 
longer, the intimation being that 
ie win throw In with Germany 
What will come of this remains 
to be seen. Some experts think 
there Is more smoke than fire-^- 
that Italy is using vague threats 
in an attempt to cement her in- 
fluence With the smaller Euro- 
pean states. These experts point 
out that the Italian people have 
never been particularly fond of 
Germany, and don't like or trust 
Hitler. They also point out that 
Mussolini's cardinal point of for- 
eign policy has bene his anti-bol- 
shevik stand, and now Germany 
and Russia are formally friends. 
And lastly, they argue that the 
Italian mUitsJry forces, despite 
feverish war preparations, are not I 
of a calibre to meet another major 
anny on even terms and that, due 
to her geographical position, Italy 
is easy to Invade from France, 

There is also the possibility that 
Mussolini Is waiting to see whe- 
ther the Allies or the Germans 
appear to be winning the war*,' and 
that his- future policy will be 
guided by what he decides in that 
respect. And certainly, at the 
moment, it's extremely difficult 
to figure out which side really has 
the edge.

The moat serviceable masonry 
walls are likely to be obtained 
when the Joints are well filled and 
the suction rate of absorptive 
bricks is reduced by wetting prior 
to use, and when the mortar has 
satisfactory working properties, 
according to a summary of the re- 
sults of the National Bureau of 
Standards' work on rain penetra- 
tion through masonry walla. 

When masonry walls were sub- 
jected to conditions resembling 
exposure to rain and wind, some 
of them leaked badly in less than 
three minutes, while others with-' 
stood a severe test for more than 
one week. When leakage occur- 
red it took place largely through 
openings in the Joints. The re- 
sistance of the Joints to leakage 
depended principally upon the 
method of laying the units. 
v> x N> IEssentialB For Resistance 

Tne walls which were most re- 
sistant contained either solidly 
filled vertical Joints or a moisture 
harrier consisting of a plaster 
Lr^foating of mortar within the wall. 

The watertightness of the Joints 
also was affected by the suction 
rate of the bricks at the time of 
laying and the working properties 
or water retentivity of the mortar. I 



to wet highly absorptive bricks 
before they were laid In order to 
obtain masonry highly resistant 
against ram penetration. In fact, 
the wetter the bricks at time of 
laying, the greater the resistance. 
Hearts of Brisk Tests 
Reducing the number of header 
bricks in walls of common Ameri- 
can bond did not have a signifi- 
cant effect on water permeability. 
Walls composed of a facing of low 
absorptive brick and a backing of 
highly absorptive brick gave better 
performances than similar walls 
constructed entirely of either type 
of brick. The resistance of walls 
with brick facings and hollow, 
unit backings depended chiefly 
upon the permeability of the fac- 
ing. 

The maximum strength of brick- 
mortar Joints usually was obtained 
when the suction ratoof the brick 
was between 0.2 and 1 ounce per 
minute, the suction rate being the 
amount of water that was absorb- 
ed by a brick when immersed flat- 
wise to a depth of one-eighth Inch 
for one minute. The strength of 
the Joints also tended to increase 
with an increase In the water re- 
tentivity of the mortar, especially 
with bricks of moderate or high 
suction rates.

Five suggestions for farmers 
buying seed are advanced by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
according to The Progressive 
Farmer, ss follows: 

"1. Insist on a statement of the 
date of germination as well as the 
actual germination test. The ger- 
mination test date should not be 
more than a month or two before 
the date of purchase. 

"». If uncertain that the variety 
is as represented. Insist on evi- 
dence or positive statement as to 
variety, 
only in a region where the variety 

"3. Whenever possible buy seed 
is commonly grown. 

"4. Test the seeds as soon as 
possible after buying — yourself or 
your state seed analyst. 

"5. Beward of seed offered at 
abnormally low prices. This prob- 
ably means poor quality."

Q. In exterior frame wall con- 
struction, should corner braces be 
used when the wood sheathing is 
•aid horiaontally? 

A. When wood sheathing is laid 
horizontally or when other than 
wood sheathing or no sheathing 
is used, all exterior corners should 
have diagonal l-by.4 inch braces 
let into the outside face of the 
studs. These braces should be ap . 
plied at approximately 45 degrees. 
Wherever possible the braces 
should extend from sill to plate 
and be securely nailed to each 
stud and to the sill and plate. If 
window or door opening? occur 
near the corners, install 1 by-4- 
inch knee braces above and below 
the openings. Knee braces should 
extend across at least three stud 
spaces and should be let into the 
face of the studs at approximately 
45 degrees. 

Q. At what height from the 
floor should the various fixtures 
used in a shower stall be located? 

A. The shower head, if placed 
on the wall, should be located so 
that the lowest part of the head 
is approximately 5 feet 4 inches 
from the floor. If an overhead 
shower is used, the lowest part of 
the head should be at least 6 feet 
6 inches from the floor. Mixing 
faucets are usually placed so that 
the center line of the faucets is 
about 4 feet 6 inches from the 
floor. Combined or separate soap 
tray and hand grip may be placed 
about 5 feet above the floor. If 
the shower enclosure is not to be 
equipped with a door, locate the 
rod for the shower curtain at a 
height of not less than 6 feet 6 
inches.

Q. What closets are considered 
necessary to a well-planned 
house? 

A. A coat closet located near 
the front entrance, a linen closet 
close to the bathroom, a closet 
for cleaning equipment, and at 
least one closet for each bedroom 
should be the minimum in a 
house.
